British Notes.

We are all too much engaged in politics now 
to think much of business. Everybody is very 
busy with the elections. Paper-makers are very 
enthusiastic politicians generally, and for the 
most part Conservatives. Whatever they are, 
they are very earnest, and work hard for their 
party. At the last election of 1874 I had eleven 
days’ hard work in conjunction with a very 
estimable paper-maker, now no more, and we 
had some very nice excursions in the country 
hunting up county voters. He was a most suc- 
cessful and persuasive agent, and exercised al- 
most a fascination over the voters until they 
could no longer be looked upon as “‘ free and in- 
dependent.” 


In those days we scoured the country for 
Gladstone’s Government, and were proud of it! 
Mr. H. would have voted for disestablishment, 
manhood suffrage and other awfully progressive 
ideas. So would I. I compromised every feel- 
ing and stifled every conviction to get a vote, 
and had a strong impression that all political 
opponents were heretics and ought to be damned 
accordingly. 

Now, in 1880, six years after, what changes. 
My electioneering chief is dead and my political 
principles are also. Then, in 1874, 1 was waging 
fierce war with other paper-makers, and fought 
hard on a losing side. Now, in 1880, I have 
sided with my former opponents and am still on 
the losing side. I met a most active gentleman 
in the Conservative interest the other day, just 
before the Maidstone election, and he said: ‘‘ Ah! 
we are going to get our men in this time.” And 
he further told me that I was not going to help 
this time. So it came to pass that Sir Sydney 
Waterlow and Sir John Lubboch have lost their 
seats, and nobody has worked harder to turn 
them out than the paper-making interest. 

The result of the elections will, undoubtedly, 
be the resignation of the Ministry. I don’t think 
it will affect our trades very much, or, in fact, 
any trade. The only hope I[ have is that we 
shall have a very weak government. If the 
Conservatives do not resign the Liberals will 
pass a vote of want of confidence, and turn them 
out. If they get in there will be about fifteen 
or twenty Prime Ministers, for tbe Liberals are 
like the Haytian army—all generals. The Con- 
servatives will soon oust them, or else Lord 
Beaconsfield isn’t the man I think him. Then, 
hurrah! for another election and some more 
stacks of paper being used up. I would like an 
election once a quarter, for the paper trade! 

You will excuse my electioneering notes, 
simply because we are very excited and full of 
politics here now. Asarule I don’t care very 
much about trade politics, but now Iam obliged 
to notice the current topic of the hour. 

Some time ago I sent you a description of 
Helmshore Mills, the fine property of Joseph 
Porritt & Sons. In that description there was 
some allusion to the family history of the firm, 
and I am very sorry to find that these particu- 
lars have given offense to other members of the 
family, also engaged in the manufacture of 
paper-makers’ felts. Both Porritt, Bro. & Aus- 
tin and Samuel Porritt & Sons have very fine 
mills at Stubbins Vale and Bamford, near Roch- 
dale, respectively, and in justice to them I must 
say that my notes about the family pedigree, so 
far as the original business is concerned, do not 
seem to be clear or correct. I may have mixed 
up the names and initials; but, at any rate, I 
regret to say that some ill-feeling has arisen 
from the remarks in question. I want to make 
matters straight again. All these are fine firms. 
The mills are all fine mills. The proprietors are 
all gentlemen and—relations. Trade jealousy 
is very awkward and very unscrupulous. It is 
obvious that I, personally, have no interest in 
the matter, and only wrote what I was in- 
formed. I wish to say now that these particu- 
lars are questioned, and I must necessarily make 
the amende honorable. I have sought explana- 
tions from both sides, and I am very sorry that 
anything I have written should be questioned, 
even. However, | think, without troubling you 
with all particulars, I may say that some mis- 
takes did appear, and without going into any 
further details, the Helmshore firm cannot in 
justice admit that all the details are absolutely 
accurate. 


It is very difficult for an outsider to give 
strictly correct items of genealogical nature. I 
endeavored to illustrate felt-making, and my 
description of that is at least unquestioned. Let 
me persuade the several parties to let bygones 
be bygones, and rest upon their several splendid 
business reputations, without descending to let 


the world know particulars which are not of 
any special importance. 

I cannot give you any very important par- 
ticulars as to business in raw materials. I may 
say, however, that rags are going up again 
slightly. The German brands are firmer some- 
what, and I fancy we shall see stiffer prices. 
However, I don’t think there will be any great 
rise, but fluctuations may be expected for a few 


[hear of some of our paper-makers contem- 
plating a visit to your side this year. I know 
they will be welcomed. Here it is an extremely 
difficult thing to get intoa paper mill. With 
you I believe it is different. I don’t see why 
foreigners should not have the privilege of visit- 
ing our mills. For people at home it is different. 
I trust that if any of us come over to your side 
this year—and I am hopeful of having the grand 
reunion in the office of 74 Duane street—we shall 
be astonished at what we see and delighted with 
our visit to your country. W. F. C.

Holyoke Notes.

HOLYoRKE, April 14, 1880. 

Although there are no new enterprises to 
chronicle at this time, the business of the old 
concerns is good. If you ask a paper manufact- 
urer how business is, you get about the same 
answer. Itis ‘* driving,” ‘‘ tip-top,” ‘‘ drove to 
death,” or ‘‘ booming” with all. There is very 
little change in prices, most kinds remaining 
firm. There seems to be some prospect of a de- 
cline in news, although it will not be very great 
at present. The supply of rags is constantly in- 
creasing, and this has a tendency to lower prices. 

One of the busiest sections of the city just now 
is that portion of the second level canal below 
the Albion Paper Mill. The workmen are push- 
ing the canal extension. The McElwain and 
Winona Paper Mills are progressing finely. The 
wheel-pit for the latter mill is nearly completed, 
and the water connections are being made very 
rapidly. There wasa strike among the work- 
men employed in the wheel-pits of these mills 
recently, and for a time much trouble was an- 
ticipated, but the differences have been amicably 
adjusted, and everything is moving on as usual. 

The Albion Paper Company is about to erect 
a one-story stock-house. It will be 174x40 feet 
in size. An elevator, with a safety-hatch, is to 
be put into the mifl. A new sheet calender has 
just been added to the equipments of the mill. 

The United States Postal Card factory did 
some pretty lively work during the last quarter. 
The number of cards shipped was 70,536,000 do- 
mestic and 654,000 international. This is an in- 
crease over the previous quarter of 2,546,000 
cards, and over the corresponding quarter of 
1879 of 12,243,500 cards, 

The Crocker Manufacturing Company has been 
experimenting with bagasse, under the eye of J. 
Thayer, of New Orleans, in order to ascertain 
the feasibility of manufacturing paper from it. 
Bagasse is the refuse of sugar-cane from which 
the juice has been removed. If it can be made 
to serve the desired purpose it will be quite an 
achievement. 

The Riverside Paper Company has in process 
of construction a bleach boiler and three 120- 
horse-power boilers. 

The Parsons Paper Company has just put in 
three elevators with self-closing hatches. 

The new tanks, forty-nine in number, which 
the Chemical Paper Company is having made, 
are nearly completed. Each tank is nearly 
twenty-five feet in height, and will hold 14,000 
gallons. 

Samuel Snell has removed his cement pipe 
and drainer-bottom manufactory to a lot near 
the Merrick Mill on Appleton street. Mr. Snell 
is to put in new machinery and extend his busi- 
ness. 

The Wauregan Paper Company has just put 
in a new Hammond cutter. 

The Massasoit Paper Company has been mak- 
ing some needed repairs on its boiler. 

Bailey Williams, who has been acting as Super- 
intendent of the Whiting Paper Mill No. 2, 
during E. A. Whiting’s absence, has been quite 
ill. but is recovering. 

The Holyoke Paper Company’s loftsmen 
struck for higher wages recently, but the mat- 
ter was satisfactorily arranged. The company 
has been supplied with a new duster. 

A new sheet calender was recently put into 
the Whiting Paper Mill. 

J. C. Parsons has purchased a handsome driv- 
ing team of Elisha Morgan, of the Morgan 
Envelope Company, Springfield. Mr. Parson’s 
health is greatly improved. 

G. A. Russell, son of Joel Russell of this city, 
Treasurer of the National Papeterie Company, 
has gone to Washington, D. C., for his health.

Clemens Herschel, the Water Power Com- 
pany’s new hydraulic engineer, will not begin 
his duties here before the middle of the month. 
The addition to theoffice building is nearly com- 
pleted. 

L. J. Powers, cf the Powers Paper Company, 
Springfield, has recently buried his father. 

The Morgan Envelope Company will not re- 
move to its Hillman street building at present. 
The building was bought by Mr. Morgan some 
time ago, but it does not contain floor-surface 
enough for the requirements of the business. 
An addition will probably be built, if the com- 
pany decides to move. 

A Springfield newsboy, named Cadigan, was 
killed recently at the Powers Paper Company’s 
building.

Trade Topics. 


Allen’s Patent for Preparing Paper Stock 
from Wood, &c. 





The following is said to be a copy of the specifi- 
cations of patent No. 38,020, dated March 21, 
1863, issued to Stephen M. Allen, and upon which 
the notice to wood pulp and paper manufact- 
urers, printed in THE JOURNAL of April 3, is 
founded: 

To whom these presents shall concern: 

Be it known that I, Stephen M. Allen, of Woburn, 
County of Middlesex, State of Massachusetts, have 
invented a new and improved method of preparing 
paper stock from woody fibres, such as cotton-wood, 
bass-wood, poplar, white-wood, cane, and other 
woody matter of like fibrous substances by a com- 
bined chemical and mechanical process, and I here- 
by declare that the following is a full, clear and ex- 
act description of my method or process: 

Woody fibre or the fibre of trees, shrubs, &c., as 
distinguished from the fibre connected with the bark 
of plants, or covering of seed plants, like flax, hemp, 
or cereals, &c., have many valuable uses aside from 
those usually applied. Among those is that of its 
application of its production of paper stock. While 
the structure of the ultimate fibre is very much the 
same in solid woody fibre as that of the fibre at- 
tached to the bark of plants, the method of treating 
the same is very different. 

The fibre connected with the bark of plants and 
held together almost entirely by a glutinous sub- 
stance, is soluble under proper circumstances in warm 
water and alkalies, so that when the fibre is removed 
it is easily separated and fibrilized; that of wood, on 
the other hand, while possessing the same or an 
analagous glutinous substance for a cementing pur- 
pose, the fibrils themselves are mechanically wrought 
together, so that, if the glutinous matter be removed, 
the fibres would still hold strongly together. 

Thus it will be seen that, while the fibrils of flax and 
hemp of from one to two inches in length can be 
separated after the gummy matter is removed, those 
of the fibre of bass-wood, white-wood, and the like, 
cannot be so separated, even after the glutinous 
matter has been removed. The peculiar interlacing 
of the fibrils of wood is partially shown in bird's-eye 
maple, when the innumerable curlings and twistings 
are quite perceptible to the naked eye. The circulat- 
ing action or capillary movement of the juices in the 
flax or hemp and the woody fibres is also different. 
In the former they are caused to pass through the 
tubes of the fibrils, while in the latter it ix between 
and through the little cells formed by the fibrils in 
their interlacings that the sap circulates. 

Two difficulties arise in making paper pulp from 
either woody fibre or flax, hemp, or like substances, 
viz., the separation of the fibrils, and the extraction 
of the gums and glutinous matter that surrounds the 
fibre of either. If this glutinous matter be not re- 
moved the fibre cannot be bleached, except at such 
strength of chlorine and acids as nearly to destroy 
the fibre, while the separation of the fibre by the 
usual process of grinding the pulp would pulverize 
rather than fibrilize the filaments. 

Having thus stated the difficulties that are encoun- 
tered in making paper from wood, I shall now pro- 
ceed to describe my process of making paper pulp 
and paper from woody fibre. I take bass-wood, cot- 
ton-wood, poplar, white-wood, willow, birch, white- 
pine, and, in fact, nearly all the varieties of wood 
found in the United States, excepting bird's-eye 
maple and pitch-pine, and saw or cut it up into con- 
venient lengths for splitting into pieces of the length 
ordinarily used for shingles. 

I then crush the same between rollers or otherwise 
in such a way as to preserve the integrity of the 
fibre in its longitudinal direction, and afterward 
place the woody fibre thus prepared in a retort or 
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and washings in warm water (with or without alka- 
line solutions), at different temperatures of heat. 

The first steeping I effect at about 100° Fahrenheit, 
after which the fibre is rinsed or washed; the second 
at about 140°, after which it is again rinsed or 
washed. For the third steeping I raise the temperature 
to about 170°, after which the same is again rinsed or 
washed. The mass may then be boiled until properly 
prepared for bleaching and grinding. When bleached 
and ground the pulp may be mixed with some other 
fibre or used plain in the manufacture of paper. 

From the above it will be seen that the main 
object I have in view is the preservation of the 
length of fibre in the wood when fibrilized; 
so that it may be long enough for any kind 
of paper. The effect of steeping crushed or cut 
woody fibre prepared as before described in warm 
water or alkaline at different temperatures is 
to dissolve the glutinous and resinous matter con- 
tained in the wood, and which is readily dissolved at 
different temperatures below the boiling point, but 
which coagulates or crystallizes when boiled. Thus, 
by alternately steeping and washing the obnoxious 
elements are removed so that the filaments of wood 
will fibrilize instead of pulverize and thus make a 
soft fibre sufficiently strong and fine for paper, while 
it will bleach readily and grind well in an ordinary 
paper mill. 

Having thus described my invention, I claim the 
manufacture of paper pulp or paper from wood by 
performing the operations of cutting the wood in 
suitable lengths, crushing it in such a manner as to 
preserve the integrity of the fibre in its longitudinal 
direction, alternating steeping and washing the same 
at increased temperatures, and finally boiling, grind- 
ing and bleaching the same, the whole in succession 
subtantially as herein described.

Straw Wrapping Manufacturers. 





A meeting of the State Straw Wrapping Paper 
Manufacturers took place at Stanwix Hall, 
Albany, on Tuesday, and was more generally 
attended than any meeting they ever bad. In 
view of the facts, that limit fixed upon to run 
only on part time (fourteen hours per day), ex- 
pires on May 1, and that the existence of the 
present organization ends also on the same date, 
arrangements were put on foot having in view 
the formation of a new and more permanent or- 
ganization. An Executive Committee was ap- 
pointed to take the matter in hand and report. 
It seemed to be the sense of those present on 
Tuesday to leave the question of production with 
each mill-owner, on the ‘‘go-as-you-please” prin- 
ciple, but to be decided by the body, the vote to 
be upon the basis of the capacity of each mill. A 
pledge was made to adhere firmly to the prices 
and advance them if possible. Several new 
mills have recently joined the association, so 
that fully 75 per cent. of the total production of 
the State is represented in it. Most of the large 
mills which have heretofore held aloof from 
joining it did so on Tuesday, and others are 
quite likely to follow, so that there is a fair 
prospect that the new organization will be a 
very strong one, having it fully in its power 
to sustain prices and control production. The 
mills generally have been shut down to fourteen 
hours per day for the past eight months, or 
since September 1. The association adjourned 
subject to the call of the Executive Committee, 
but itis said that another meeting will be held 
about May 1.

Aluminous Cake. 








A new process of manufacturing aluminous 
cake consists in introducing zinc or its equivalent 
to an acidulated ferruginous solution of sulphate 
of alumina, to neutralize the free acid, and to 
convert the iron into a colorless compound of 
iron in the solution prior to concentration. 

This is done by introducing in a suitable vessel, 
such as lead-lined tank, a certain quantity of 
50° Baumé sulphuric acid, say 500 pounds, which 
is heated to about 90° or 95° centigrade by a 
direct jet of steam. To this is added a quantity 
of finely-ground bauxite, which will vary ac- 
cording to the strength or percentage of alumina 
thatsuch bauxite may contain, care being taken 
not to obtain a neutral solution, but to keep the 
sulphuric acid slightly in excess. Generally 200 
to 250 pounds bauxite to 500 pounds of 50° sul- 
phuric acid will suffice. Soon after the bauxite 
has been introduced a violent action will begin, 
and water will have to be added in small quan- 
tities from time to time, so as to prevent an 
overflow. For this reason the tank will have to 
be of such size that the mixture of acid and 
bauxite will only have a volume of one-fifth of 
the capacity of the tank. 

After the contents of the tank have subsided 
to their orginal volume water is added until the 
liquor will have a density of about 25° Baumé, 
after which it is drawn off into suitable vessels, 
when the silica and other insoluble particles 
will settle. In a few days the clear liquor, which 





will have a greenish tint, is drawn off into an- 
other vessel, and is here treated with metallic 
zine. 

Should accidentally a red color be produced 
in this liquor it will show at once that too much 
bauxite has been used, making the solution neu- 
tral. In this case a few pounds of acid are add- 
ed, accidulating the solution, which at once will 
lose its red color. This metallic zinc, of which a 
sufficient quantity will have to be used, will at 
once be acted upon by the free sulphuric acid, 
and be transformed into sulphate of zinc, and 
thus neutralize it. At the same time all the 
iron present in the state (Fe,O,) peroxide of iron 
will be reduced to the lower degree of oxida- 
tion (FeO), protoxide of iron, which, by its na- 
ture forms salts of little or no color. The result- 
ant alum cake when dry will be white. This 
solution is now boiled down to a proper density, 
say 46° to 50° Baumé, and run intocakes, which, 
after hardening, present a perfectly white ap- 


pearance. (220,720.)

A Diseussion on Paper. 





At a meeting of the Polytechnic Society of the 
American, Institute at Cooper Union on Thurs- 
day evening and presided over by Thomas D. 
Stetson, a lecture on paper was delivered by Dr. 
Lambert, and this was followed by a discussion 
of the subject, in which Mr. Stetson and several 
members took part. The lecturer treated the 
subject in a general way, and spoke more of the 
substances from which paper is made than of 
the processes employed in its manufacture. 

In the discussion which followed, one speaker 
described the process of the manufacture of 
paper stock from reed cane near Wilmington, 
N. C., and also called attention to the large 
quantity of valuable material for paper stock 
afforded by the bagasse of the Louisiana sugar 
planters, which is at present burned or other- 
wise destroyed as an incumbrance. 

In conclusion, Mr. Stetson described the man- 
ufacture of wood pulp. Wood pulp, he added, 
might be profitably made on a small scale in 
many rural districts, the only things required 
being an abundance of water-power and a 
grind-stone. He then reverted to the compara- 
tive convertibility of different materials into 
paper.

The owners of 
the machine patented sold rights all over 
the country, new pulp mills arose, and com- 
petition, instead of being defeated, was ex- 
tended. This fact, well known and not to 
be controverted, upsets the charge of mo- 
nopoly. The history of valuable patents

Forming on the Cylinder. 


To the Editor of The Journal: 

Your correspondent, ‘‘ Harper,” seems to be- 
lieve that there are two distinct layers of pulp 
in forming a sheet of paper on the cylinder 
machine. This is certainly the case with double 
cylinder machines, where two separate webs of 
paper are pressed together, but in no sense of 
the word can it be said that there are two dis- 
tinct layers on one cylinder, as the sheet never 
stops forming from the time the mold gives the 
first dip in the vat until it ascends at the opposite 
side. The internal water presents no impedi- 
ment to forming the sheet, as the external pres- 
sure is always great—enough, under ordinary 
circumstances, to force the water through the 
cylinder face, and so long as the water keeps 
running through, the paper, as a matter of 
course, will continue to form.

Treatment of Straw. 











To the Editor of The Journal: 

Straw is a tender fibre when boiled, and unless 
tenderly treated in the engine there is generally 
a good deal of trouble in getting it to run on the 
machine. In some of our straw-wrapping mills 
the engine-roll can be heard humming on the 
plate quite a distance from the mill. It could 
not be expected that straw so roughly handled 
in the engine would work well on the machine. 
By way of making up for this harsh treatment, 
a little gunny bagging, unboiled, is sometimes 
put into each engine. This is another grand 
mistake, as every one acquainted with paper- 
making knows that unboiled bagging is rather a 
poor substitute for hard stock. It makes the 
paper dark in color and spongy, and, besides all 
this, there is another great evil attending the 
unboiled bagging, and that is, the sharp fibres 
stick into the meshes of the making-cylinder, 
giving the latter the appearance of a revolving 
brush. The best wrapping-paper I ever saw was 
made from part papers and part straw. The 
papers came direct from the express-office, and 
contained a good deal of sealing-wax, which did 
not seem to do any hurt to the machine, except 
when the paper had passed over the hot-driers 
the sealing-wax would sometimes stick to the 


calender-rolls. TF

Sticking to the Roll. 


To the Editor of The Journal: 

“A. L.” seems to be still dissatisfied with re- 
gard to his press-roll sticking. I reckon I did 
not make my statements sufficiently plain for 
him to understand them, but I hoped the ample 
explanations given by ‘‘Harper” would be all- 
convincing. However, in future, he might as 
well bear in mind that the sticking to the press- 
roll is caused by two essentially different prop- 
erties—one being adhesion, the other cohesion; 
or, in other words, one is caused by the paper 
being too wet and the other by the surface of 
the paper being too smooth, and that sometimes 
it is caused by the one and sometimes by the 
other. Keeping this in view will aid in devising 
aremedy when so troubled. At the same time 
I do not want it te be supposed that I ignore the 
proper treatment of stock, and I am perfectly 
aware that improperly treated stock will give 
trouble on the machine in more ways than by 
sticking to the press-rolls. Further, there is 
some stock nowadays which will stick to the 
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press-rolls, no matter how carefully it has been !

Reminiscences of Paper-Making Inven- 
tions. 





To the Editor of The Journal: 

Many of your readers, who take a direct in- 
terest in the improvements which have been 
made in paper machinery, will be pleased that 
the question is finally settled as to who made the 
cylinder-machine practical. There are many 
other improvements for which John Ames 
should receive credit as being the originator, 
and to which I know that others have laid claim. 
All paper-makers of forty years ago will re- 
member the great expense and mechanical! skill 
required to erect even avery smail mill, and 
the building of the breast or overshot wheel, 
connected with which was what in some locali- 
ties was termed a “bull” wheel; this worked 
into a pit-wheel, and this into the old-fashioned 
vertical fly-wheel, all of which caused a great 
amount of friction, and hence consumed a large 
amount of power. The first change from this 
antiquated system was made by John Ames, 
who was the first man who undertook to drive 
an engine-roll with a belt. The writer well re- 











members the sneers with which this attempt 
was greeted by many who were at that time 
considered first-class mechanical paper-makers. 
I need not speak of the success of the principle, 
as no mill is now built on any other, and if 
Ames had taken out a patent for using belts in- 
stead of gears for running engines he would 
have realized large profits from it. 

The revolving washing-cylinder for engines 
was also first used by John Ames, who had his 
made round. It worked with a curb against the 
side of the engine, the same as the making-cyl- 
inder, and it was from this simple cylinder that 
the late James Phelps took his principle for the 
present patent lifting-washers, and from which 
the holders of that patent made a great deal of 
money. These are small parts in the nomen- 
clature of a paper mill, but they are of great 
importance, as all paper-makers will admit.

A Criticism of the Tariff. 


To the Editor of The Journal: 

THE JOURNAL has always shown a spirit of 
fairness, and its columns have been open to just 
criticism upon all questions affecting the interests 
of the trade, but it appears to the writer that the 
question of a revision of the tariff has not been 
treated quite fairly. The present tariff was 
adopted upon what might be called a war basis, 
and that it is arbitrary in many of its features 
and entirely inapplicable to the present needs of 
the country cannot be denied, and that some 
change is necessary and inevitable in the near 
future is equally true. Looking at the matter 
from this standpoint, it would seem that the 
following paragraph, cut from a recent editorial 
in the Boston Herald, is appropriate and timely: 

Into the merits of the chang asked for we need 
not enter, any more than to say that the plan which 
& great many newspapers have adopted, of demand- 
ing that paper material shall be put upon the free 
list, is a humiliating instance of the control which 
self-interest exercises over men who should be un- 
biased in their judgments. We believe that the pro- 
tective duty on paper is unwise and unnecessary, 
but so also is the duty on carpets, cotton cloth, 
woolen goods, copper, iron and scores of other 
things that might be mentioned. The newspapers 
are suffering only incommon with the other interests 
of the country, and have no claims for special recog- 
nition. What could be more absurd than the incon- 
sistency of certain journalists, who are now crying 
out for free trade in paper, and a heavy duty on im- 
ported steel rails? With newspapers, as with men, 
itis very apt to make “a great deal of difference 
whose ox is gored.” 

Even paper-makers cannot question these com- 
mon-sense and businesslike statements, and with 
other manufacturers they should unite and en- 
deavor to form a tariff bill that will meet the 
general interests of the country fairly. Senator 
Eaton’s bill, now before Congress, providing for 
the appointment of a commission to revise the 
tariff, is fully explained in a circular issued by 
the ‘* Protectionists’ League” of Philadelphia, 
the first two clauses of which read as follows: 

First—That Mr. Eaton’s proposition is intrinsically 
sound, and that he is sincere in offering it as a means 
of checking rash action and of effecting in a serious 
and considerate manner such changes as our tariff 
system may require. 

Second—That although the action of Congress upon 
any question within its scope cannot be limited, 
self-respect and official decorum may be counted on 
to restrain it from any special legislation upon tariff 
matters pending the report of its own commission, 
created expressly to examine all such questions and 
to prepare a comprehensive system of tariff law. 

This, it must be admitted, is a practical 
measure, and must prove pleasanter reading to 
paper-makers than the following, taken from the 
Philadelphia Times, and which is not entirely 
without foundation: 

No two men are now striving so effectually to at- 
tain the abolition of all duties on paper as are Con- 
gressmen Russell and Miller. They don’t mean to do 
it, but they are doing it none the less. The dog that 
lost his meat by a grab at its shadow in the water 
pointed a moral for these Congressmen lobbyists, 
and they would do well to give it early and earnest 
study. 

“So long as men prominent in the paper-trade 
give its enemies points for such criticisms as 
these, they will use them, and especially so when 
they happen to be newspaper publishers. The 
wood-pulp question must be looked at from an 
entirely different standpoint—it is a monopoly 
—and, like all monopolies, enriches the few at 
the expense of the many, and cannot be defended 
upon any equitable grounds. The extension of 
the patent should never have been granted. It 
works as prejudicially to the majority of paper 
makers as to the consumer of paper. At the 
present time there appears to be but one remedy 
and that is to allow purchasers to buy their raw 
material (and ground wood pulp cannot be con 
sidered anything else) wherever they can do so 
to the best advantage, and if Government places 
wood pulp on the free list, where it belongs, it 
will be quite as great a boon to the majority of 
paper-makers as to the public. COLOR.

THE MONEY MARKET.—The money mar- 
ket worked closely during the early part of the 
week, and Stock Exchange borrowers in some 
instances paid commissions ranging from 1-64 to 
3¢ per cent. per diem, in addition to legal inter- 
est, for accommodations. The stringency in the 
market was due largely, if not altogether, to 
the manipulations of the bear operators in 
stocks, who locked up money in order to ad- 
versely affect the share market. The favorable 
turn in the domestic exchanges, however, was 
reflected in the transactions toward the close of 
the week, when 6 per cent. was the ruling rate 
for call loans. At intervals still lower rates 
prevailed. In the discount market the demand 
for prime mercantile paper was quite brisk at 
5@6 per cent. 

Early in the week Government bonds were 
very firm, but at the close became weak, and 
prices declined to % per cent., the latter in 
new 4’s. 

The stock market at the close was character- 
ized generally by a weak tone, and at times 
there was a heavy pressure to sell, and prices 
declined 14 to 2% per cent. in the general list; 
in the final sales, however, there was a recovery 
of 4%@* per cent. 

Railroad mortgages were strong during the 
first of the week, but subsequently became 
heavy, and declined sharply. 

During the first of the week the Sterling Ex- 
change market was firm with higher rates 
ruling, but at the close the market was weak, 
and the inquiry for bills from parties who are 
usually large buyers was very light.

THE PAPER TRADE.—The market generally 
continues quiet, but steady, and has undergone 
no particular change since last week. The 
little easier tendency of prices, from the point to 
which speculative influences helped to carry 
them during the early stage of *‘the boom,” 
rightly considered, can not be regarded as an 
unfavorable indication. On the contrary, a set- 
tling down to a basis where demand and supply 
would very nearly balance each other would be 











the best thing that could happen after an ad- | 
vance has checked consumption, as it would re- | 
sult in greater activity and stability to the mar- | 
ket. We observe among the other features of | 
trade a disposition to more carefully look after 
credits and to shorten them. Credits, of course, 
are indispensable, in view of the large extent to | 
which commerce has attained, but it is of the | 
greatest importance that they be carefully 
guarded. If thecash and short credit system bé | 
closely adbered to it naturally tends to re 
duce profits to some extent, but it also les 
sens the possibility for losses and ultimately 
brings more satisfactory results. In Writ 
ing papers the general business continues mod 
erate, and does not seem likely to become | 
active very soon. Dealers are not over wen | 
pleased with the present state of trade, but some 
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dete to bw» éstng fairly, ot entertain hopes | 
that business during the remainder of the spring 
and to the end of the year will bring up the 
average. Prices as a general thing do not rule 
very strong or steady. Book papers are un- 
changed either in the demand or prices, and 
about the same may be said of News. For Ma- 
nillas the demand is not very active, one reason 
assigned for the falling off being the more 
quiet condition of the dry goods trade, who are 
not buying so largely as a month or so ago, and 
the advance in prices has also lent its influence 
in checking the demand generally. There is no 
feature in either Straw Wrappings, Straw or 
Binders’ Boards, the market for these being 
pretty much as last reported. 


JUTE BUTTS.—The market continues strong, 
with considerable sales. One of the largest im- 
porting houses has sold out all it will have before 
the new crop comes in again from India, viz. : 
4,000 bales merchantable April and May ship- 
ments at 3}¢c., and 2,000 bales spinning quality 
at 3 11-l6c., and its Calcutta house now tele- 
graphs “crop exhausted.” Other sales of 2,000 
bales of paper quality have occurred at 3%¢c. 
We quote paper quality, spot, 3%<c.; do. to ar- 
rive late, 35<c. ; and spinning quality, spot, 31¢c. ; 
and do. to arrive late, 354c. Other sales occurred 
yesterday and to-day aggregating about 4,000 
bales at 3 9-l6c., to arrive, market very strong. 


WOOD PULP.—The demand continues good, 
although not quite so active as of late; yet the 
mills have all they can do to fill their back 
orders, so there is no surplus stock seeking sale, 
and the falling off in the demand has reference 
to new orders. Prices continue steady and 
about as last quoted. 


FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCK.— 
The market here continues very quiet, and 
there are very few new transactions of any 
moment occurring. Several additional ship- 
ments of foreign stock have arrived here during 
the past week on the order of the same parties 
referred to in our last, and they have rejected 
some of these invoices also. This action has 
been a subject for considerable comment in the 
trade, and has been very generally condemned. 
The goods thus thrown upon the hands of the 
importers have in most every case been stored 
for a better market, while if thrown upon an 
already overcrowded market, as the quantity 
is so large, they would have resulted in depress- 
ing it considerably. No change is reported in 
the situation abroad. It is said that the de- 
mand for home consumption in Europe has im- 
proved so rapidly in the past few months, and 
stock has become so scarce over there, that any 
falling off in the demand from this country 
affects them very little. A letter from Leghorn, 
dated March 25, to an importing firm in this 
city in answer to an inquiry covering an order 
for stock, says: ‘‘ Your order for —— bales of 
cottons proved unexecutable. In factit is nota 
question of price at the present moment, but 
packers, having, as you know, engaged all they 
can possibly work up to August next, cannot 
think of selling a single bale. Should, however, 
this not be the case, cottons alone could not be 
procured, and in order to get the quantity you 
require it would be necessary to take a regular 
assortment of linens and cottons to a large quan- 
tity. We understand that your market is decid- 
edly overstocked with rags, and we do not hesi- 
tate in believing it to be true, since we observe 
from the papers that about 6,000 bales of stock 
arrived at New York during a single week. The 
slackness that will probably follow on your side 
cannot, however, affect our market for the near 
future, since our packers have taken such heavy 
engagements for the next few months that they 
are indeed at a loss to carry them out since stuff 
in sorts has become quite a rarity, and they are 
daily pushing prices in order to get hold of what 
small parcels may be offering from the interior.” 
The arrivals of stock here during the past week 
were the largest of any one week this year and 
aggregate 7,492 bales, embracing 2,441 bales Rags 
and 5,051 bales Paper Stock. We note sales of 
10 tons each of Checks and Blues, and English 
Prints, both at 4c. 


DOMESTIC RAGS.—Foreign stock has crowded 
domestic so hard for some time past that there 
is at present an entire absence of inquiry for 
No. 1 arid No, 2 City Whites, and prices for these 
are merely nominal. The former are offered quite 
freely at 5c. and the latter at 4c. There is more 
doing, though, in City Seconds, and a good article 
of these is in fair demand at 3\c., while ordi- 
nary packing can be bought at from 2% @3c. 
With the opening of navigation by canal next 
week and by other means stock will begin to 
arrive in the market more freely, and the pros- 
pect is not very encouraging to dealers for any 
appreciation in prices. There is considerable 
stock in the hands of our domestic dealers which 
is being stored for a firmer market, some of 
which cost the holders in some cases as inuch as 
64¢c. for No. 1 Whites. We note sales of 5 tons 
each of Cotton and Linen Canvas, the former at 
5%c., and the latter at 5{c., wfth the market 
well supplied with the latter. 


BAGGING, &c.—Although the demand for 
Bagging is not active, the market is steady. It 
is rumored that a contract was closed here this 
week by the agents of a well-known foreign 
brand for the delivery of 600 tons No. 1 Gunny

COAL.—The market during the past week has 
been steady, and devoid of any special feature. 
Saward’s Coal Trade Journal says: “‘In the 
face of all the reported quietude, we do not find 
any break in the market prices for Anthracite. 
Stove coal, which has been dragging for some 
weeks, does not sell at any less price than it did 
two weeks ago, and it is to this remarkable con 
dition of trade, under all the circumstances, 
that the hopeful features of the future are due. 
There appears to be no doubt but that the mar- 
ket will take just about as much coal this year 
as last, if not more, and as the time goes by and 
the proportion is not kept up, it must leave 
just so much more tonnage to be produced in a 
less space of time. There is considerable An- 
thracite coal being sent to the West this year 
for all manner of purposes; in face of this, 
Bituminous qualities are reported firm at quota- 
tions, with a general good demand. The supply 
in hand at Chicago is reported as only fair, and 
freight from Buffalo to that point is expected to 
be higher after the first of May. With the 
prices as they are the margin between wholesale 
and retail prices hereabout is not large, and we 
expect an advance before many weeks.” Quo- 
tations of Lehigh Coal at New York shipping 
points are: Lump, $5; Egg, $4.25; stove, $4, and 
Chestnut, $4.
